For 36 yeárs. the International Rescue Committee has 
been aid ing tht v ictims of political tyranny, persecution 
and war. There i*. regretfully, no assurance that it will 
not be engaged in the lam e ad mirable work 36 years 
from now. 
In 196« . for example, about 5 0.000 Cuban refugees en­ 
tered the United States. The IRC. which helped about 
a fourth of these, pred icts the number will be the same, 
or higher, this year. 
Relief work continues in 
Vietnam, where four million 
people hav e been uprooted by the war. and in tht star­ 
v ation rid d en Biafra area of Nigeria. 
A fresh human exod us was sparked by the Russian 
inv asion of Czechoslov akia. 
Since last August. Some 
5 0.000 Czechs and Slov aks hav e sought asylum in the 
West. More than 1.000 hav e so far been settled in thé 
United States. The flow is expected to continue in v iew 
of intensifying Sov iet pressures against all liberal ele­ 
ments in Czechoslov akia. 
The Czechoslov akian refugees ás 
a group aré unique 
in that there is an extraord inarily high proportion of 
intellectuals, professionals ánd cultural lead ers among 
them—people who 
were, and are, the lead ing ta r|e ts of 
Sov iet oppression. 
There are also many highly skilled workers, and sev ­ 
eral American companies hav é come to the IRC to offer 
employment to them. 
Thus thé Czech “brain d rain” 
is actually helping U.S. ind ustry and acad emic institu­ 
tions to meet personnel shortages, says the IRC. 
It would be a sad d ay were the lamp lifted high be 
sid e “the gold en d oor” ev er to flicker out and escapees 
from tyranny no longèr be able to look to thè United 
States for asylum. 
Yet it is uncomfortable to realize that for 
many of 
those who 
come from abroad, the opportunities are more 
abund ant and the road to full citizenship in America is 
easier than it is for millions 
already among us who, for 
w ant of ed ucation and skills, are victims of another kind 
of oppression that we 
have barely begun to combat. 


Super Arms Costs 


The cost of super weapons has become so tremendous— 
as witness the $79 billion budget for defense—that Chair­ 
man John C. Stennis 6f the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee has announced a committee review of these costs. 
Stennis made known his plans for a searching review 
of the increased cost of super weapons at a committee 
hearing on five appointments by President Nixon—all of 
which were approved by the committee—Barry J. Shillito 
to be assistant secretary of defense for installations and 
logistics; Robert F. Froehlke to be assistant 
secretary 
of 
defense for administration, former Gov. John H. 
Chafee of Rhode Island to be secretary of the Navy , 
Dr. Robert C. Seamans Jr. to be secretary of the Air 
Force, and Brig. Gen. George A. Lincoln to be director 
or the Office of Emergency Preparedness. 
Stennis asked Shillito what his office could do about 
spiraling costs of military weaponry . Then, he im­ 
patiently , he announced his committee will start defense 
authorization hearings shortly , without waiting for the 
Nixon Adminstration to decide on what changes it wants 
to make in the Johnson budget.
